Thus，Asian American 
students, although they may be eligible for 
EOP, must have higher qualifications to be 
accepted. Between 1983 and 1984，Asian 
American EOP admittance rates fell from 
92.9 percent to 34.7 percent.

1987, the state auditor general reported that 
although Asian American applicants for the 
Colleges of Chemistry，Engineering and 
Environmental Design had better grades and 
higher test scores than Caucasians, they had 
loweradmittance rates.

Until the Dolitical conditions stabilize 
Southeast Asia, human rights and refugee 
advocacy groups wil continue to pressture 
the US government to withdraw support of 
the KhmerRouge delegation atthe UN and 
to provide additional humanitarian aid for 
theresettlement of SEArefugees.

Former Refugee Earns 7 
Degrees In 5 Years At MIT 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - Nine years after 
arrivingintheUS asarefugee from Vietmam， 
26-year-old Tue Nguyen earned his seventh 
degree from the prestigious Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. School officials say 
Nguyen is the first person ever to receive SO 
many degrees from MIT. 

Nguyen and two of his brothers fled Viet- 
nam in December 1978. He spent nine 
months in a Malaysian refugee camp before 
joining relatives in Texas. During his first 
year in the US, Nguyen attended a junior 
college whereheleamed English. Heentered 
MIT in 1981. 

Nguyen Says he enjoys reading, learning 
and working. Instead oftaking four coursesa 
Semester as Imost students normally do, he 
tookupto 12coursesasemester.Bydoing so， 
Nguyen earned his first undergraduate de- 
gee in three years and completed four addi- 
tional bachelor s degree in one more year. 

He now holds bachelor s degrees 记 phys- 
ics, Computer Science and engineering, elec- 
trical engineering, mathematics and nuclear 
engineering. He earned amaster's in nuclear 
engineering this fall.

Big Cleanup Bil for 


Culture Center Site 


OAKLAND - The clean-up bil for the 
gasoline-Soaked Site of the Chinatown Rede- 
velopment Projecthas risen to $2.4 million 
andis expected to rise evenhigher according 
to Oakland Redevelopment Agency head 
George Williams last week. 

The four-block area,bounded by 9th, 11lth， 
Webster, & Broadway streets, was found to 
be contaminated last year by old gasoline 
storage tanks left by a long-gone service 
Station on the site. 

Community residents and businesses be- 
came concermned in late Spring (B/ 砚 6-2)， 
When the strong gasoline smells and small 
particles of dirt from the contaminated dirt 
Stored on the site drifted over some parts of 
the commercial and residential areas. 

Williams said the agency has already spent 
$l million to clean up the siteunderneath the 
East Bay Municipal Utility Districts new 
headquarter and will need to spend at least 
$1.4 million more to decontaminate Phase II 
ofthesitetobecalledthePacificRenaissance 
Plaza， which will include an Asian culture 
center，a three-level underground garage， 
commercial and housing units. 

He has asked the City Council to immedi- 
ately appropriate $240,000 to start the 
cleanup so that it can be finished by June 1， 
when the developer C.& L Financial， hopes 
to start construction . 

Williams said the agency is looking into 
Several different ways of decontaminating 
the soil without removing it，One option 
involves the using a steam injection process 
developedbyaUC Berkeleyprofessor. Upto 
10,000 cubic yards of earth must be cleaned. 

While the agency now Owns the property， 
the City Attorney's office is also looking into 
the possibijlity of having Chevron oil com- 
pany, whichowned the station,payforpartof

Riding the Census 
Bureau Roller Coaster 


The Asian American community has been 
put through a roller-coaster ride by the Cen- 
Sus Bureau,， and as 工 write this, it is stil 
Uncertain how the Asian race question on the 
1990 questionnaire is going to be handled. 

As East West has ably reported in the past 
Several weeks, the Census Bureau has been 
wafflingonapledgetohandle the Asian race 
question in a manner that Asian American 
leaders feel wouldbethe mostprecise way of 
countingthebooming Asian Americanpopu- 
lation. 

This is a fundamental issue for Asian 
Americans， The decennial count of the 
American population provides data that is 
used to determine political representation 一 
the size and shape of congressional districts， 
for example. The census information is also 
used to determine the needs of various fac- 
tions of the American population. Census 
dataarealsokeytotheallocation ofresources 
一 ie., public money 一 to Servlce those 
needs. 

Anot-Sso-hypothetical exampleis the iden- 
tification of the need formorebilingual serv- 
ices among Cambodian, Laotian,， Vietnam- 
eseand some Chinese Segments of the popu- 
lation. Once that need is identified，then 
community groups can Seek public money to 
help solve the problem. So we aren ttalking 
Simply about some bureaucratic in-fighting， 
although Tm sure that's involved also. 

The Census Bureau and the Asian Trace 
question has been like a long-playing Soap 
Opera,， only without the Sex. There S been 
intrigue, though. More than a year ago0, the 
bureau, citing economic reasons among oth- 
ers,，said that it would abandon its 1980 
method of counting the Asian American 
population. The bureau had listed nine Asian 
andPacific Islanderethnic groups inacheck- 
off format. 

For the 1990 count the bureau wanted to 
lump Asian and Pacific Islanders into one 
category with a space for an individual to 
write in his or her own ethnic identity. 

Understandably，the bureau's 1990 pro- 
posal was metbyPprotests from Asian Ameri- 
can leaders, who wondered why the bureau 
wanted to regress at 3 time When it should 
have been progressing，because the Asian 
American population between -1980 and 

1990 is continuing the sharp increases first 
Seen in the 1970s. 

So Asian American community 区 oups 一 

principally Chinese for Affirmative Action， 
fihe Organization of Chinese Americans and 


the Japanese American Citizens League 一 
started a lobbying campaign. Major Asian 
American politicians such as Rep. Robert 
Matsui，(D-Sacramento)，and Sen. Daniel 
Inouye，(D-Hawaiil)，worked the halls of 
CongresS. 

It looked bleak for a long time for Asian 
Americans, as census officials sent negativVe 
Signals to the community. Matsui，with the 
help of other sympathetic legislators, finally 
pushed through abill (H.R. 4432) that would 
mandate 3a Specific check-off format for the 
Asian race question in the 1990 census. This 
format would list nine Asian and Pacific 
Islander groups and would allow for a write- 
in Space to accommodate other Asian and 
Pacific Islander groups not listed，Asian 
American community and political leaders 


were heartened when both houses of Con- 
gress Dassed the bill. 


Seeing the writing on the wall the Census 
Bureau convened its national Asian Ameri- 
can advisory committee, and on October 22 
in Washington, DC, top officials of the bu- 
reautoldthe AsianAmericanTepresentativVes 
that it 鹿 effecb was proceeding with the 
more precise check-off format listing nine 
groups instead of its Initial non-Specific Sin- 
gular Trace category. 

Asian Americans who were there told me 
they considered that to be a Promise，and 
heraldedthebureau'sconcessionasavictory: 

Atthetime,H.R.4432wasn tlaw,because 
President Reagan hadn't signed it yet 

OnNovember9,Reaganpocketvetoedthe 
bill, throwing the Asian race question on the 
1990 census questionnaire into utter confu- 
Sion， 

Inthe wake ofthe veto, the Census Bureau 
slid intoits waffling mode, saying thatit was 
“Teviewing its options.” Not a word on its 
October 22 promise to the Asian American 
Iepresentatives.“Reviewing our Options” 1s 
the kind ofbureaucratic mumbo-jumbo gob- 
bledygook Washington is famous for. 

Anger began building among Asian 
American leaders who now smelleda double 
cross and betrayal coming. None could get 
any assurances from bureat officials that the 
October 22 pledge was firm.One Congres- 
Sional source Italked with feltalmost certain 
that the bureau would keep its October 22 
pledge, but cautioned that another branch of 
the administration 一 the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget which has Teview and 
approvalrights 一 could possibly gumup the 
Works for good under the guise of a federal 
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paperwork-reduction mandate. 

So as we go into the long Thanksgiving 
weekend,itis still uncertain what the Cerisus 
Bureau is going to do about the Asian race 
question in 1990. Asian American political 
leaders,and friends ofthe cause, Such as Sen. 
Paul Simon, (D- Illinois), are continuing the 
pressure, but it wouldn't surprise me 过 the 
bureau， citing the president's veto,，backed 
down on its October 22 pledge and Said 站 
would go ahead with its original plan for 3 
non-Specific singular race format， 

Ifthebureau does thatIwouldhope Asian 
American community and political leaders 
wouldletoutanangryexplosionandworkthe 
legislative and administrative channels 
again,evenifthebureau'Sscheduledofprint- 
ing the 1990 questionnaire has to be dis- 
rupted.

Way over control of the Monterey Paik 1i- 
brary System.
